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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

In the amended claim set filed on December 20, 2007, that has now been entered, the 
claims have been amended as follows: 

In claim 132, third line, the last word of the claim misspelled as "electode" is replaced by 
the term "electrode". 

In claim 133, third line, the last word of the claim misspelled as "electode" is replaced by 
the term "electrode". 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicants' invention is neither disclosed or fairly suggested by any one or combination 
of Choong, Spinkle or Wink. The three electrode system on a single substrate of the instantly 
claimed invention, wherein the reference electrode comprises a single layer of an electrically 
conductive material having a self-assembled monolayer bonded thereto, and as further claimed, 
defines over the art.
